Let’s  end  the  ‘survival’  system 

'T'he  fact  that  the  big-city”  sports  writers  have  so  loudly  and 
. vehemently  honked  their  horns  concerning  the  handlina 
of  crowds  at  Brigham  Young  University,  makes  us  hesitate  to 
lend  any  satisfaction  to  their  ramblings,  but  alas,  after  the  ticket 
tumult  of  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  presses  must  roar  as  did 
many  hundreds  of  disappointed  students.

Subsistence  checks  may  be  late  VA  warns 


In  an  effort  to  head  off  the 
usual  fall  rush  of  telephone  and 
personal  inquires  concerning  sub- 
sistence checks,  the  Utah  Region- 
al Office  of  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration today  cited  the  utter 
impossibility  of  processing  the 
large  volume  of  enrollments  in  a 
single  month  and  warned  that 
calls  from  veterans  or  their  de- 
pendents will  be  useless  until  at 
least  60  days  following  the  be- 
ginning of  school. 

E,  A.  Littlefield,  manager,  stat- 
ed that  such  calls  in  the  past  have 
taken  as  many  as  ten  persons 
from  the  job  of  getting  out 
checks,  and  has  served  only  to 
further  delays.  Under  new  policy 
these  workers  will  be  kept  on  the 
job,  and  no  cases  will  be  run 
down  individually  until  the  60 
days  have  elapsed. 

The  manager  explained  that 
the  VA  will  process  payments  as 
rapidly  as.  possible,  with  pay  rolls 
being  scheduled  every  few  days 
beginning  in  October.  A majority 
of  subsistence  checks  will  be  sent 
out  the  first  of  November,  with 
heavy  rolls  also  scheduled  for  No- 
vember 5th  to  10th.  Since  pay- 
ments >yill  be  made  on  a stag- 
gered basis,  veterans  are  remind- 
ed that  just  because  their  friends 
might  have  received  checks  there 
is  no  reason  to  assume  that  their 
own  cases  are  being  neglected. 

Littlefield  also  pointed  out  that 


students  have  been  repeatedly 
warned  to  report  to  schools  fi- 
nancially prepared  to  get  along 
without  subsistence  for  at  least 
two  months  because  the  VA 
simply  does  not  have  the  person- 
nel to  do  the  job  any  sooner. 

No  reduction  in  subsistence 
will  be  made  as  long  as  income 


from  productive  labor  and  sub- 
sistente  allowance  do  not  exceed  , 
these  monthly  “ceilings”  estab- 
lished by  Public  Law  512  last  | 
Spring:  $210  for  veteran  without  ! 
dependents;  $270  for  a veteran 
with  one  dependent;  or  $290  for  a 
veteran  with  more  than  one  de- 
pendent.
